The habit of “‘laying up treasures on earth”’ is related to the question of exist- 
ence, living, being—it is existential. Hence, man is tempted to assign priorities 
mostly to food, drink, housing and clothing. Unwittingly, we permit these priori- 
ties to become our masters. 

s It is both unfair and incorrect to think that the wealthy more easily allow 

Mammon’’ to become master of their lives. In fact, the poor, more prone to 
fear and worry, allow crueler masters to run their lives. 

The healthy answer appears to be in the notion of proper stewardship. A 
steward is defined to be a person entrusted with the management of another’s 
see Stewardship, then is the management of things entrusted to one’s care. 

anagement of things loaned! Since God is the Creator of the Universe, all 
things come from Him and we are His stewards to manage that which He loans to 
us. Give first place to His Kingdom and what He requires,’’ is Christ’s admoni- 
tion and “‘God will provide for your needs surely.” 

In the words of Joseph Horne: 


“Our children, relations, friends, honors, houses, lands, and endowments, 
of nature and fortune, nay, even of grace itself, are only lent. It is our mis- 
fortune, and our sin, to fancy they are given.... We think ourselves masters, 
when we are only stewards, and forget that to each of us it will one day 
be said, ‘Give an account of thy stewardship.’ ”’ 


When news of a German invasion of Cyprus reached the Island, a Jewish 
medical doctor and his family, who had escaped the Nazi terror by settling in 
Cyprus, were instructed by the British to move on to South Africa. The doctor 
pleaded that I act as ‘“‘steward”’ to his family belongings—a rich library and 
beautiful bedroom, kitchen and living room furniture. He said, ‘‘Occupy for 
me, till I come.’’ When the war was over, he returned and a steward’s account 
was given! 

““Occupy for me....’’ 

_That’s about all we can do with God’s provisions. The wise use of those pro- 
visions is the one thing we are masters of. We can apply mothballs to protect 
against moths; store non-dividend bearing gold against inflation; deposit wealth 
in banks against rust; or we can invest in the lives of God’s creatures to improve 
their condition; in God’s Kingdom to bring about peace to a world that continues 
to be in a muddle. And in so doing we can also find fulfilment in this life and 
God’s commendation in the next.

WORLD CONFERENCE OF ARMENIAN EVANGELICALS 


The First World Conference of Ar- 
menian Evangelicals, sponsored jointly 
by the Armenian Missionary Associa- 
tion of America and the Armenian 
Evangelical Union of North America, 
was held from June 25-28, 1978, at the 
Haverford College, Haverford, Penn- 
sylvania, and was hosted by the Ar- 
menian Martyrs’ Congregational Church 
of Havertown. 

It was a unique Conference. 

The harmonious chords of the Sacred 
Music Singers Concert presented on 
Sunday to an audience that overflowed 
the holy confines of the Martyrs’ Church 
also tided into the Haverford College 
Center on Monday, June 26, to set the 
keynote of the unprecedented Christian 
fellowship and accord which dominated 
all the sessions—devotions, studies, 
discussions, and deliberations on peren- 
nial issues of our Evangelicalism. Clergy 
and laymen, full of previous conference 
experience, acquired in many parts of 
the world, testified to the fact that here 
was an atmosphere of spiritual cognition 
which held the promise of healing, 
sound Christian performance, and 
faithful custodianship of Evangelical 
values.

HAIGAZIAN COLLEGE MAKES ITS MARK 


Intellectual and Relief Encounters 


Haigazian College was participant in 
two important events in Beirut, bringing 
much credit to the life of the Institu- 
tion. The first of the events was the 
Participation of 100 students, faculty 
and staff at a meeting convened at 
Antelias for Armenian University 
students. Organized by the Co-Catho- 
licos, His Beatitude Karekin Sarkiss- 
ian, the halls of the Cathedral at An- 
telias were packed by present and future 
intellectuals. Haigazian College stu- 
dents and faculty were vocal partici- 
Pants. 

The second event was the work of 
the Haigazian College in the student 
aid given to refugees. About 4,000 
refugees flooded ‘‘the Kantari area”’ of 
Beirut, a fraction of the 100,000 or 
more, as a result of the invasion of 
South Lebanon by Israel. When the 
war started, the students had decided 
to go out on strike. Dr. John Markar- 
ian, the College President, proposed 
that instead of a strike, school be closed 
early, a week be added to the end of the 
term, and something be done for the 
refugees. The students agreed, even 
though at the time Beirut was swept by 
panic, and began organizing them- 
Selves to help. 

The Haigazian students and some 
members of the faculty formed Com- 
mittees and organized their own relief 
effort. Thirty students, the core of a 
effort, young men and women fron ji 
the political factions in the divi . 
Country, distributed hundreds of ma 
tresses and blankets, as well as severa 
tons of food. The Middle East Council 
of Churches donated food, and the 
German Evangelical Church of Beirut 
gave money for other needed eect 
The wonderful thing about it is that the 
Core of men and women, many 0 
whom had fought on opposite sides in 
the Civil War, were now working to- 
gether to help the refugees. 

In writing words of commendation 
to the President, Dr. Rendel Levonian, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Haigazian College, said, ‘‘Your eel 
of conduct and performance beyon 
the call of duty is a living witness to 
Christian principles. It is a true manl- 
festation of what you have advocated 
for years as a meaningful Christian life 


e, predicated on action rather than 
eR collective efforts will 
go a long way towards establishing 
Haigazian College in a prominent posi- 
tion of leadership in the local academic 
community. And just as importantly it 
will undoubtedly recruit many new 
friends and benefactors for the College.

PRESSING NEEDS IN LEBANON, TEHERAN AND THE UNITED STATES 


(IN LIEU OF EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR’S REPORT) 


LEBANON UPDATE 
_On Saturday, July 1, heavy artillery 
shelling began in the Eastern sector of 
Beirut between Syrian units of the Arab 
- deterrent forces and Christian militia. 
The shelling continued intermittently 
until the end of July, though with quiet 
periods of long duration in between. 
Some reports put the dead in the first 
four days of fighting at 200, ‘‘mostly 
civilians,’’ with the wounded at least 
twice that number. The areas affected 
were the districts of Ashrefieh, Ain 
Romaneh, the port area and the com- 
mercial district. Nor Marash area was 
also affected. Damage was heavy in 
these areas, with artillery and rockets 
falling in large numbers. It has been 
the heaviest fighting since the final 
cease-fire in November, 1976. At least 
two hospitals were hit, with 20 rooms 
destroyed at the Hotel Dieux. Western 
Beirut has been relatively quiet. 

One of our colleagues in Nor Marash 
writes that his return to Beirut from the 
World Conference was not very pleas- 
ant. He had to spend the night and the 
following day of his arrival in Beirut at 
the NEST, unable to reach home be- 
cause of dangers lurking in the roads. 
Through the medium and help of im- 
portant personalities, he reached home 
after many hours, by devious routes 
through the mountains. At a distance 
of 25 meters from his church and school 
a dozen bombs had fallen, wounding 
many and killing some. He reports the 
death of a very fine, valuable and help- 
ful 42 year old Church member, leaving 
behind a wife and three children. He 
was hit in the head and died on the spot. 
Then again, a bomb falling behind the 
Church Clinic, hit a young man in the 
chest, killing him instantly. In a few 
days, a dozen friends and neighbors 
were lost. And the question in the mind 
of the writer is, ‘‘How long, Oh Lord?”’ 
How long, indeed! The heaviest shelling 
between July 1-5 was surpassed by 
heavy artillery shelling and rockets on 
the evening of Sunday, August 6. 

The constituency of the AMAA made 
valiant sacrifices when the Civil War 
first started in Lebanon. Today, the 
needs are just as valid, and the AMAA 
is ready to receive financial assistance 
to help provide relief. Those interested 
may direct their generous help forthwith. 


TEHERAN: OUR SPIRITUAL 
MACEDONIA 


“Come over to Macedonia and help 
us.”’ 

Teheran is our modern spiritual 
Macedonia. We received a call for help 
and as a result Mrs. Arpine (Mahshigian) 
Aghabegian was commissioned by our 
Churches and the AMAA in response 
to that voice. She renders Christian 
service to Armenian youth in Teheran, 
despite the shortage of funds. 

We are thankful to the regular spon- 
sors of her work who provide $50-$100 
each annually. We would like to see the 
number of such sponsors increased, so 
the lack of funds may not obstruct the 
important work to youth that Arpine is 
rendering. Through her Christian 
ministry children have come to love the 
Bible, many have committed them- 
selves to Christ, some are considering 
the Christian ministry as a vocation, 
and all are finding strength for the 
chores of each day. 

Do you think children are sensitive 
enough to the promptings of God to 
draw themselves aside from the world, 
and take time to pray in the midst of 
their daily work? Well, that is nothing 
unusual for the children of Gohar Mes- 
robian School. Mrs. Aghabegian wit- 
nesses to the fact that students will 
quietly move out of the playground, 
enter the Sanctuary, and take time to 
kneel in front of the altar to pray silently. 
Two who were seen in that posture 
were Alice and Armine who had gone 
into the Sanctuary to seek strength for 
the tasks of the day. It is this kind of 
wonderful work that you have been 
supporting—strengthening the faith of 
children who will become leaders of 
God’s Church. 

As a contrast, Arpine goes out into 
the field and visits Armenian families 
with a view to being helpful to them in 
the elevation of their home life. Recent- 
ly, eight families she visited were found 
to be in extremely poor condition, and 
a report given to her Church, St. John’s 
Evangelical, led the Church to provide, 
to each family, 2,000 Rials monthly 
(about 75 Rials equals $1.00). 

Arpine also organizes group events 
which contain activities from Bible 
study, conferences and retreats to pic- 


nics and Daily Vacation Bible Schools. 
Just recently, 86 junior class members 
were together in the Church Retreat 
Center where the fellowship was joyful 
and warm. Vesper Service under the 
big trees in the retreat area changed 
physical joy to the joyfulness of the 
heart, as they felt the touch of the Holy 
Spirit upon their lives. By this month 
they will also have had summer camps, 
where the program of games, songs 
and worship will enrich their lives. 

Arpine also stretches her influence 
way up to Isfahan. Last month there 
was an Evangelical Youth Conference 
there with a large attendance from the 
Teheran Youth Group. The 63 who 
had come from six different cities in 
Iran studied the Scriptures together 
and learned about the Armenian Evan- 
gelical Community of Isfahan. They 
also gave their witness to that large 
city. Husband Samuel and Arpine 
render important service to the work of 
the Lord. 

Recently, it was felt that Arpine needs 
a Canon camera for her work. In faith 
we have provided her with one, hoping 
that the cost of $100 will be forwarded 
to us by a benevolent compatriot.

LOCAL U.S. NEEDS ALSO DESERVE FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


The Board of Managers of the Ar- 
menian Evangelical Social Service Center 
reported on the following typical cases, 
occurring between April 1-June 30, 1978; 


1. For 1% years, a refugee-father in 
L.A. attempted to bring his wife 
and child from Beirut to America. 
After exhausting “many avenues 
without any results, our AESSC Of- 
fice found a legal way to bring the 
family together once again. 

2. In desperation, a person detained 
by the Immigration authorities con- 
tacted our Office. Our Office 1m- 
mediately received the necessary 
help to free the person who was 
frightened and in tears. 

3. A young college student from Beirut 
needed a physical exam and had no 
funds. We referred him to one of 
our benevolent parish doctors, and 
his need was met. 

4. A family from Armenia had no bed- 
ding, nor kitchen or laundry appli- 
ances. Some of our Church mem- 
bers were contacted who cheerfully 
responded to take care of their basic 
needs. 


5. A family with two children arrived 


from Yerevan and began to look for 
a job. During the interview it was 
discovered that the children were 
constantly visiting neighbors to 
watch television. A few days earlier 
a T/V set had been donated to our 
Office by a church member. When 
the set was offered, the newly arrived 
family were surprised and ever so 
grateful. They couldn’t thank us 
enough. 
To date 220 applicants have been 
taken care of, 109 having been handled 


in 1977. ae

‘The most comprehensive history 
of Armenia and its culture published 
in English’ writes the Journal of the 
Royal Asiatic Society. ' 

“The Armenian nation is small in 
number—probably not exceeding 
seven million in total at any time— 
yet the Armenians have made a con- 
tribution to world culture and science 
out of all proportion to their num- 
bers,’’ claims the author. 

In showing Armenia as the cradle 
of mankind, and the oldest Christian 
country in the world, Dr. Lang 
points to abundant traces of Stone 
Age man in the vicinity of Mount 
Ararat, and traces the early history 
of the vine and wine making in Ar- 
menia, the evolution of metal work-
